MEXICO erry, Aug. $0.—buiportant 
concessions were made by President 
Carranza today in issuing .«a. decree 
amending the law on claims. Brigtly 
they are as follows: ; 

Claims for damages may be preasnted 
not. only for: losses during: the recent 
two revolutions ending with the instal- 
lation .of; the present Government -on 


May. 1,. 1917,. but. for those sustained 
since’: then. in < various , régions where 
revolts are still. smoldering. ; 

Damages by rebels or outlaws. to per- 
son or property subject to claims when 
such damage is found to be the result 
of negligence on: the, part of constituted 
authority. 

A commission on indemnification will 
admit any means of. proof. ‘* humanly 
reasonable.”” The Claims Commission 
can consider all cases, but the President 
has‘ the right to arrange conventions 
with any foreign power ‘for a mixed 
commission to handle’ claims of citizens 
of that power. Claims by railroad com- 
panies and other public utilities taken 
over by the Government may be ar- 
‘ranged either. by the Federal Claims 
Commission or by agreement between 
the companies and the Secretary of the 
Treasury. . The \claims resulting from 
death or injury will. be paid immediate- 
ly upon approval by the President. 

The Federal Claims Commission will /, 
cease receiving claims when at the end 
of three months no claim has been pre- 
sented, being dissolved when it finishes 
consideration of cases already _ filed. 
Claims not acted upon may be presented 
to the Treasury Department if the claim- 
ant chooses the administrative instead 
of the diplomatic method.

HOPES FOR CHANGES 
IN MEXICAN OIL LAW 


Chairman of Honse. Foreign 
Afteirs Committee Says That 
Would Remove “Ugly Phase.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—Representa- 
tive Stephen. G. Porter of Pennsylvania, 
Chairman of the ‘House Committee on 
Foreign Affairs, issued a statement to- 
night ‘in which he dealt with the con- 
fiscatory clauses of the. Mexican Con- 
stitution.and»charged that “it is per- 
féctly. plain. that the purpose ofthe 
‘Mexican Government in adopting Article 
27 of the constitution was to place for- 
eign owners of all ‘kinds of property ab- 
solutely at the mercy of the whim or 
caprice of the Mexican Government.” 

Chairman. Portér expressed. the hope 
that the Mexican. Congress would take 
the.action necessary to eliminate what 
he. termed an ‘ugly phase’’ of the 
present Mexican. situation.

COPENHAGEN, Aug. 31.—A _ largé 
British squadron has passed Koenigs- 
burg, East ‘Prussia, bound -eastward, 
(in the direction of Libau, Riga, and 
the Gulf of Finland,) the Berlin. corre- 
spondent of the local newspaper Ber- 
lingske Tidende reports. 

The warships were believed to be re- 
inforcements for an approaching gen- 
eral offensive against the. Bolsheviki in 
Northern Russia.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—The Baltic 
situation, involving the campaign which 
has for _its purpose the capture of+ 
Petrograd from the Bolsheviki, has de- 
veloped into one of the most important 
elements in ‘the Russian problem. If 
Petrograd could: be captured it’ would 
furnish a new base for operations 
against the Soviet centre at..Moscow, 
prove a severe blow to’ the Bolsheviki, 
and have a vital influence on the Arch- 
angel and Siberian fronts, where forces 
of the All-Russian vernment have re- 
cently withdrawn under Bolshevist pres- 
sure. ~ 

The whole Baltic campaign—on what 
is known as the northwestern front of 
Russia—is regarded as being now poten- 
tially the same as it was in June, when 
Petrograd was believed to be almost on 
the verge of evacuation by the Bolshe- 
viki and capture by Rus#ian forces 
operating from the direction of the Bal- 
tic provinces of BEsthonia, Livonia, and 
Courlané. Delay in arrival of allied 
warships and in delivery of allied mu- 
nitions and supplies is held responsible 
for the failure: of ths capture of Petro- 
grad in June. 

Speculation as to Allied Pians. 


The question now is as to thé-extent 
*to which the Allies will support the logi- 
cal and effective development of the 
campaign -in the Baltic provinces. Brit 
ish war vessels have been sent to the 
Guif of Finland, and, Kronstadt, the 
Bolshevist naval base near Petrograd, 
is now reported, in Helsingfors dis- 
patches, to have been bombarded -by 
British naval-and air forces. Co-opera- 
tion by the British fleet is regarded in 
Russian circles as an earnest that.an ac- 
tive part will be taken by the Allies. 
Hope is being expressed by the Rus- 
sians that the Allies will realize thé ex-

’ PEKING, Aug. 6.—Various organiza-

Public Servite Commissioner Nrxon 
sensibly says that he>is content to 
leave to the courts the megits of his 
action in authorizing zone fares for a 
suburban traction company which was 
about to stop operations on account 
of a deficit in operating expenses. The 
Mayor, declaring that the Commis- 
sioner is subject to prosecution, pro- 
poses the formation ofga vigilance 
committee for. the protection. of the 
city’s interests.

York Federation of Labor adopted as 
one of its planks a resolution ‘‘ favor- 
** ing forty-four hours as the maxi- 
mum week for trade generally:as a 
“© means of solving the unemployment 
‘* problem.’’ The four railway Broth- 
erhoods solved the same problem’ to 
the extent of making it necessary for 
the* Director General to. employ 
1,848,774--men in 1919 as compared 
with 1,732,703 in 1917. “That is to 
say, 100,000,000 of us are supporting 
116,071 more railway men than were 
necessary to give us better service-in 
earlier years. The-Brotherhoods did 
not care what the rest of us thought 
about that extravagance, —* the 
Federationists probably care’ equally 
little what - others think about «the 
policy of ‘making work by: shortening 
hcurs below standard capacity.

A REGRETTABLE SPEECH. 

“Much of Senator Knox's spéech 
for the rejection of the ‘Peace’ Treaty 
might have been made—indeed, has 
been made,:in substance—in the Ger- 
man Natfonal Assembly at Weimar. 
No matter what abhorrence of Ger- 
many’s ‘* lawlessness, her cruelty, 
**her gross inhumanity in the con- 
** duct of. this war,’’ he chooses to 
express, his speech is essentially a 
plea for Germany, a comfort to the 
German whiners ahd plotters. Ger- 
Pmany has been made, to give up too 
much, to promise to pay too much. 
Mr. Knox recites in detail the obliga- 
tions she has undertaken. The whole 
tone of his speech is in unison with 
the jeremiads, sometimes. for popular, 
sometimes for foreign, effect, of Ger- 
man public men who seek the restora- 
tion of the old order of things, of the 
old masters. 

Men at least as wise as Mr. Knox 
made this Treaty.

One of these camps has already 
identified as that on Robinson’s farm.

“There is some reason: to 
believe that the ‘railroad brotherhoods 
are less ‘confident of their ability to 
win early success through the medium 
of the ballot, ‘thougn, as events ‘have 
proved, any opinions assuming to judge 
what labor in this country thinks are 
purely speculative.. As recently’ as two 
months ago the country was more or 
less convinced of the good intentions 
of the labor unions. It was recognized 
that they demanded a greater share in 
the profits of industry, but there were 
few who anticipated that these demands 
would so quickly be “converted into a 
claim to ‘all’ of the profits. 

“The great body of English labor has 
been dominated’ by radicalism for sev- 
eral years. It ran the full gamut. In 
this country extreme radicalism devel- 
oped in the most conservative labor 
quarters almost over night. In effect, 
the demands of the brotherhoods called 
for a modified syndicalism, which, until 
now, represented the aspirations of the 
ultra-radicals, including the I. W. W. 
and the French syndicalists, the in- 
ventor of sabotage. The modification 
is represented by the recognition of the 
value of management, which is a feat- 
ure of the Plumb plan, and in that 
aspect the plan approximates the guild 
system, the form taken by industrial 
feudalism in the Middle Ages. History 
fully records the rise and fall of domi- 
nation by trade groups as represented 
by the. guilds. The downfall of the 
system may be attributed to ifs rapa- 
clous oppression.of all who lacked the 
power to resist its aggressions.’’

The steél unions 
have put their case in Presidént Wil- 
son’s hands, a procedure which was 
interpreted afterward in financial’ cir- 
eles as a virtual postponement of a 
Strike call: The voles of authority 
spoke hear the éiid of the weék if the 
Southérn California railway strike, 
and--the penalties it méntiéned’ “in 
store for workers who-failed to return 
to their places bore all.the more force 
because the admonition was supple- 
mented by a péremptory erdér of the 
railway Brotherhoods to the strikers 
to act at the behest of the unions. 
Altogether a long step forward has 
been taken since last Monday morn- 
ing. If labor generally proves willing

But this means that labor’s part will 
bé much more than réfraining from 
strikes; it means that labor must 
exert efforts to increase prg@uction of 
goods ahd servicés.. Vitnout this it 
is difficult to seé how any gréat head- 
way cah be made, and the comment 
of prominent labor men, to meéntion 
Chiefs Stone and Lee of the railroad 
Brotherlioods, sliows that thé tinder- 
eee ees factors of the situation are 
fully un Yerstood by them. The in- 
junction of W. P. G: Harding of the 
Federal Reservé Boafd to work and 
save has been reitérfated. by many 
persons in résponsible places, among 
employés ahd employers, afd its truth 
has lost nothing of its force by répetit 
tion. Aetual events and the trend of 
sentiment As ottlined in discussion 
from many quartérs show the realiza- 
tion by worker and employer, by pro- 
ducer afid é€onsumer, that every one 
is in the same boat, and that only 
united effort can reduce prices of 
necessities in a way to hold. 

The stock market reflected the im-
